Armadillos: A Recurring 
Problem In Coffee County 


Drive down just about any road in 
Coffee County, and you're almost 
sure to spot an armadillo belly-up on 
the roadside. 

Although commonly associated 
with the Southwest, armadillos have 
now become a frequent sight in the 
Southeast - especially in southern 
Alabama, although larger numbers 
of the critters are turning up in the 
northern half of the state. 

Although a night traveler by na- 
ture, armadillos are sometimes found 
during the day burrowing into the 
ground in search of insects, grubs 
and other invertebrates. The animals 
typically become so absorbed in 
their search for food that they're of- 
ten obvious to nearby humans. In- 

deed, armadillos often stray very 
close to humans before they're 
aware of them. 

Armadillos instinctively jump in 
the air whenever they’re stared by 
humans or other animals. Needless 
io say, this defensive mechanism 
doesn’t help very much in encoun- 
ters with oncoming automobiles. In 
fact, it perhaps accounts for the large 
numbers of dead armadillos on the 
roadside, 

Although armadillos are generally 
harmless animals, their feeding hab- 
its can wreak havoc on lawns and 


gardens. 

To rid your property of armadil- 
los, you might first consider remov- 
ing food sources that may attract the 
animals. If this proves impractical, 
consider using live traps baited with 
Overripe fruit, such as apples or ba- 
nanas. 

Traps are most effective when 
equipped with wings, which are add- 
ed to direct the animal into the trap. 
Be sure to set the trap in the area of 
your yard where damage is most se- 
vere. After the animal is captured, 
release it in an underpopulated area 
where it can’t cause humans any 
more trouble. 

If most of the armadillo damage 
is occurring in a garden, consider en- 
closing the area with a small electric 
fence. A single strand of wire about 
3 to 4 inches off the ground should 
be sufficient. Polytape electric fence 
wire with a New Zealand-type 
charger makes an effective and safe 
exclusion device. Just be careful 
about placing such a fence in an area 
where children may be playing. 

Spotlighting and shooting arma- 
dillos at night may also be an effec- 
tive control method. However, the 
method requires constant vigilance, 
and local regulations may prohibit 
the discharge of firearms.

Beef Cattle 
Management 
For October 


October for a beef cattle producer 
is what you may term a transition 
month. October is generally a little 
on the dry side and the temperature 
is generally starting to change 
around the Wiregrass during this 
month. We are also running out of 


forages to use for grazing. We begin 
to have to rely on grain rations and 
ay to a certain extent to carry cows, 
ored heifers and open heifers into the 
breeding and calving season. 

There are also some concerns as 
it relates to health, nutrition and 
management in general. In terms of 
health two things that can take place 
that can possible help you once you 
Start to calve is to give an E-coli and 
clostridium blackleg vaccination. By 
vaccinating the cow with E-coli vac- 
cine you introduce this bacteria to 
their system through the mother 
cow. By doing this you can greatly 
reduce your scour problems. By giv- 
ing the black leg clostridium shot 
you also pass on some of this protec- 
tion to the unborn calf. Be sure in 
October to watch for cows that may 
abort or show a heat period or some 
other type of illness. 

In the area of nutrition and be 
sure and avoid excess protein feed- 
ing which may cause calving diffi- 
culties due to large calves. There is 
nothing wrong with feeding a mod- 
erate energy dict to keep the flesh on 
the cows and first calf heifers but 
avoid high protein diets. A good way 
to feed if your grass is worn out is to 
use a good quality hay along with 
com or some other grain, Save your 
high energy feeds for after the cows 
and heifers calve. 

It is also a good time in October 
to be looking for your herd sires for 
the upcoming breeding season in 
January and February. If you stant 
now selecting herd sires you can 
make an unhurried, unbiased deci- 
sion on the right bull for your herd. 
If you wait until it is the week to 
turn in a bull before choosing a prop- 
er herd sire it can definitely cause 
some problems in terms of ume and 
many limes money, 

It is a good idea in October to 
lake a hard look at your breeding 
season, Around here many folks start 
in February and breed through April 
or some end in March in order to 
have the calves coming in the No- 
vember, December time frame. Take 
4 good look and see what you are do- 
ing with your breeding season, If its 
too long, if the Cows are in poor con- 
dition, or if the bull is the wrong 
breed, now is the time to correct 
that, With so many bull sales coming 
up in November and December, 
Now is a good time to plan, 

October is a very good month to 
begin to look at your overall beef op- 
erauion and how it has performed for 
the 93 calendar year. Take a good 
look at what you are going to do 
about the vreeding season. A little 
planning ahead should enhance prof- 
its in 94. If you have any further

City Clerk Jeff Goodson said that 
the two pages in question were on 
his desk the morning of the special 
council meeting, October 19th. He 
didn’t know where they came from, 
but those names were included in the 
215 count he reported to the city 
council, 


Mularz & Simmons granted hearing before council oo

Hearings were held last Wednes- 
day moming on the October Sth ter- 
minations by Elba Mayor Ricky 
Haywood of Street Superintendent 
James Simmons and Recreation Di- 
rector Ricky Mularz. 

The first hearing was at 7 a.m: 
and dealt with the James Simmons 
matter, Attorney Bill Stokes acted as 
hearing officer. He later said he was 
representing Haywood as his per- 
sonal attorney. Simmons was repre- 
sented by Attorneys Vreeland G. 
Johnson and Mike Jones of An- 
dalusia. 

Haywood displayed two groups 
of photographs he said accurately 
displayed things a good street super- 
intendent should have done. They in- 
cluded grass growing over the curb 
on Forest Lake Drive; PVC pipe in 
gutter as driveway accessway on 
Plant Avenue; asphalt not against 
concrete and planters with water on 
the square; a sidewalk problem at 
city hall and uneven sidewalk at the 
fire station. 


Those challenging the petitions 
said copies of the two pages they 
were given on the 19th had a “Re- 
ceived October 6th” stamp at the 
top, as did all the others. However, 
later copies of the petition given to 
the public, had that stamp crossed 
out and “Received October 19th” 
stamped on it. One of the ministers 
responded to statements that the ac- 
tions were all legal with, “Even if it 
is, the matter was handled in a very 
unethical manner.” 

Differing legal opinions were pre- 
sented, and the matter was tabled un- 
til Wednesday morning at 8:30 when 
the group will again meet with the 
city council. A call will be placed to 
attorneys for the Alabama League of 
Municipalities in an effort to clarify 
the matter and prevent a lawsuit 
from either the “wets” or “drys.” ” 

Police Chief Jack Parker reported 
the department had responded to 38 
complaints. They issued 14 traffic ci- 
tations including 4 for DUI. 

The animal control officer picked 
up 14 dogs. One was retumed to the 
owner, 

The appraisal on the back 2/3 of 
old Vocational Building was read to 
the council. The appraised value of 
the facility is $65,000, according to 


Attorney Johnson asked when the 
photos were taken and was told it 
was after Simmons’s termination. 
Haywood also acknowledged that he 
never discussed any of these items 
with Simmons.

Armadillos: A Recurring 
Problem In Coffee County 


Drive down just about any road in 
Coffee County, and you’re almost 
sure to spot an armadillo belly-up on 
the roadside. 

Although commonly associated 
with the Southwest, armadillos have 
now become a frequent sight in the 
Southeast - especially in southern 
Alabama, although larger numbers 
of the critters are turning up in the 
northern half of the state. 

Although a night traveler by na- 
ture, armadillos are sometimes found 
during the day burrowing into the 
ground in search of insects, grubs 
and other invertebrates. The animals 
typically become so absorbed in 
their search for food that they're of- 
ten obvious to nearby humans. In- 
deed, armadillos often stray very 
close to humans before they’re 

aware of them. 

Armadillos instincuvely jump in 
the air whenever they're startled by 
humans or other animals. Needless 
to say, this defensive mechanism 
doesn’t help very much in encoun- 
iers with oncoming automobiles. In 
fact, it perhaps accounts for the large 
numbers of dead armadillos on the 
roadside, 

Although armadillos are generally 
harmless animals, their feeding hab- 
its can wreak havoc on lawns and 


gardens. 

To rid your property of armadil- 
los, you might first consider remoy- 
ing food sources that may attract the 
animals. If this proves impractical, 
consider using live traps baited with 
overripe fruit, such as apples or ba- 
nanas. 

Traps are most effective when 
equipped with wings, which are add- 
ed to direct the animal into the trap. 
Be sure to set the trap in the area of 
your yard where damage is most se- 
vere. After the animal is captured, 
release it in an underpopulated area 
where it can’t cause humans any 
more trouble. 

If most of the armadillo damage 
is Occurring in a garden, consider en- 
closing the area with a small electric 
fence. A single strand of wire about 
3 to 4 inches off the ground should 
be sufficient. Polytape electric fence 
wire with a New Zealand-type 
charger makes an effective and safe 
exclusion device. Just be careful 
about placing such a fence in an area 
where children may be playing. 

Spotlighting and shooting arma- 
dillos at night may also be an effec- 
live control method. However, the 
method requires constant vigilance, 
and local regulations may prohibit 
the discharge of firearms.

A few basic — considerations 
should be kept in mind when circu- 
lating petitions, Eaddy said. In order 
to be valid, petitions must be limited 
to one nominee each, must include 
written certification, that the nomi- 
nee is willing to serve if elected, 
must be signed by at least three eligi- 
ble farm votes in the ASC communi- 
ty, and must be received in the 
county ASCS office by the Novem- 
ber 1 deadline. 

Farmers may circulate or sign 
hominating petitions for as many 
candidates as they choose. Anyone 
wishing to nominate a farmer for the 
ASC committee election may con- 
tact the county ASCS office for full 
details, including eligibility require- 
ments for office holders. 

“Farmers should petition for and 
elect those individuals they feel 
would do a good job as a member of 
the ASC committee. The election of 
concerned farmers to positions on 
ASC committees is essential in the 
administration of farm programs,” 
Eaddy said. 

Eaddy further explained that the 
county ASCS office welcomes all 
valid petitions. The Opportunity to 
nominate, vote, and be clected to of- 
fice is guaranteed to all farmers re- 
gardless of race, color, religion, sex, 
age, marital status, handicap, or na- 
tional origin.

Management 
For October 


October for a beef cattle producer 
is what you may term 4 transition 
month. October is generally a little 
on the dry side and the temperature 
is generally starting to change 
around the Wiregrass during this 
month. We are also running out of 
forages to use for grazing. We begin 
to have to rely on grain rations and 
hay to a certain extent to carry cows, 
bred heifers and open heifers into the 
breeding and calving season. 

There are also some concerns as 
it relates to health, nutrition and 
management in general. In terms of 
health two things that can take place 
that can possible help you once you 
Start to calve is to give an E-coli and 
clostridium blackleg vaccination. By 
vaccinating the cow with E-coli vac- 
cine you introduce this bacteria to 
their system through the mother 
cow. By doing this you can greatly 
reduce your scour problems. By giv- 
ing the black leg clostridium shot 
you also pass on some of this protec- 
tion to the unborn calf. Be sure in 
October to watch for cows that may 
abort or show a heat period or some 
other type of illness. 

In the area of nutrition and be 
sure and avoid excess protein feed- 
ing which may cause calving diffi- 
culties due to large calves. There is 
nothing wrong with feeding a mod- 
erate energy dict to keep the flesh on 
the cows and first calf heifers but 
avoid high protein diets. A good way 
to feed if your grass is worn out is to 
use a good quality hay along with 
corn or some other grain. Save your 


high energy feeds for after the cows § 


and heifers calve. 

It is also a good time in October 
to be looking for your herd sires for 
the upcoming breeding season in 
January and February. If you stan 
now selecting herd sires you can 
make an unhurried, unbiased deci- 
sion on the right bull for your herd, 


If you wait unul it is the week to | 


tum in a bull before choosing a prop- 
er herd sire it can definitely cause 
some problems in terms of ume and 
many times money, 

It is a good idea in October to 
take a hard look at your breeding 
season. Around here many folks start 
in February and breed through April 
or some end in March in order to 
have the calves coming in the No- 
vember, December time frame. Take 
a good look and see what you are do- 
ing with your breeding season, If its 
too long, if the cows are in poor con- 
dition, or if the bull is the wrong 
breed, now is the time to correet 
that, With so many bul! sales coming 
up in November and December, 
Now is a good time to plan

begin to look at your overall beef op- 
eration and how it has performed for 
the 93 calendar year. Take a good 
look at what you are going to do 
about the breeding season. A little 
planning ahead should enhance prof- 
its in 94.

The Elba City Council opened 
their delayed regular meeting Tues- 
day evening facing a hornets nest of 
citizens with wet-dry referendum on 
their mind and their lips.

City Clerk Jeff Goodson said that 
the two pages in question were on 
his desk the morning of the special 
council meeting, October 19th. He 
didn’t know where they came from, 
but those names were included in the 
215 count he reported to the city 
council.

The Coffee County Commission

How Washington ‘Passes the Buck’ Down to You 


By now, most folks don't need 
that lawmakets in 
Washington can come up with some 
pretty slick Ways of slipping in new 
tax increases without the public know 

ing it 

But when all is said and done, 
someone has to pay and it is the tax 
payer who gets stuck with the bill 

This week, we'll look at one way 
Washington has been quietly passing 
you the buck for years 

The recent passage of the 
Clinton budget served as a reminder 
that Washington hasn't lost its appe 
tite for more government spending 
and higher taxes. The largest tax 
increase in U.S. history may have 
dominated the headlines, but behind 
the scenes, state and local govern- 
ments have been under federal assault 
for decades and you, the taxpayer 
have been the big loser 

Unfunded federal mandates are 
the culprits. These are spending pro- 
grams placed by Washington upon 
States and local governments without 
any money to pay for them. By 
requiring various activities without 
paying for them, Congress has im- 
posed crippling obligations on State 
and local levels of government. 

For many communities the re- 
sults have been devastating. They 
have had to raise taxes and cut ser- 
vices, diverting resources away from 
the needs of local citizens to satisfy 
the whims of a Washington majority. 

Unfunded federal mandates 
cost States as much as $500 billion a 
year. State and local spending on 
mandatory federal programs has in- 
creased from 30 percent in 1962 to an 
astonishing 50 percent in 1992, With 
over half of their budgets eaten up by

Alcohol use 
typically begins in the 7th and 8th 
grades, although heavy drinkers are 
likely to begin as early as 4th grade. 
When alcohol is sold in our neigh- 
borhoods and communities, statistics 
show the age will become even 
younger.

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Remembering 


With Jake

James Vardie Wright was vice- 
president and after Uncle Pete's 
death, the only one outside of the 
Dorsey family that owned part of the 
company. At Claude’s death he was 
the only one in a position to take 
over, With Auntie and Katherine's 
approval that was not only what they 
desired, but in fact, the only logical 
choice, Of course he was very capa- 
ble of the task. He had run the busi- 
ness transactions long before Claude 
came along. 

I want to lighten this up a bit and 
tell a little personal side or two about 
Vardie. He was affectionately called 
“Tight” Wright. He wanted a $1.10 
value for every $1.00 he spent. He 
did loosen up in later years. In the 
early to mid 50's he bought a beaut- 
ful big Chris-Craft inboard motor 
boat. It was about 20 ft. long and a 
beauty. Of course, he rented a mari- 
na to keep it in, He bought a lot near 
Fort Walton and built a beautiful 
summer home. He had planned to 
build a new home up on the New 
Brockton Highway and Florrie had 
excellent taste, She had an architect 
to ready the plans for the home she 
wanted built. True to Vardie’s na- 
ture, he was sure prices would soon 
go down. He delayed in building it 
until 1958, It was, and is, one of the 
best designed and beautiful homes in 
Elba. Florrie has kept it looking like 
she just moved in. 

Vardie realized that someone 
needed to be available to take over 
the company when he was no longer 
available. He discussed this with 
Auntie and Katherine. These three 
were sole owners. No one else had to 
be consulted. 

I want to stop here and explain 
that I was never related to the Dor- 
sey’s. I called Auntie and Uncle Pete 
that because Kimmie and I grew up 
together and I naturally called them 
what he called them. 

Auntie, Katherine, and Vardie de- 
cided it was time to sell the trailer 
company. This was done to a New 
York holding company. They later 
changed the name to Dorsey Corpo- 
ration. The three of them received 
mostly cash in the transaction. They 
retained some company stock. I 
know nothing of the financial de- 
tails. This would put the company in 
a position to have competent man- 
agement when the time arrived. 

I am sorry that I now must inter- 
ject this for an omission of mine. I 
passed over the birth of Kimmie and 
Betty's second son.. On November 
17, 1951 Betty gave birth to Joe Ste: 
phen Dorsey. The name Joc was for 
her father, the courtly Joe Benton. 
Even in his latter years he would 
open the car door for his personable 


wife, Mary Annie Morrow Benton, 
when she was seated, he closed the 
door and walked around to the driv- 
er’s seat. 1 observed this and could 
not help but think, “It is a shame that 
the true Southern gentlemen are a 
dying breed,” 

Now back to the Dorsey Trailer 
Company. Few people in Elba were 
really aware of the big company we 
had in Elba. It grew from a small 
one into a huge one. Rather like a 
child, You don’t notice the day by 
day growth because you see it every- 


day and the first thing know, you 


have a grown person. 

I do know that Dorsey had always 
done a lot of their banking with a 
large Mobile bank. I am sure they as- 
sisted with this very large transac- 
tion to the best advantage of the Dor- 
seys and Wrights. Vardie would 
have seen that they got the best deal 
possible. Auntie was also very capa- 

(oF 

I don't know whether Vardie 
made all of these preparations be- 
cause he knew something about his 
health, had a premonition, or was 
just being the usual cautious J. V. 
Wright. He was not all that old, He 
and Florrie were on their way to the 
beach home at Fort Walton one Fri- 
day afternoon on July 10, 1959, Var- 
die was driving, They went through 
Opp and were on the Florala High- 
way when Vardie had to pull over 
and Florrie took over.and rushed him 
back to Opp’s Mizell Hospital. He 
was dead, He was born in 1897, Elba 
was shocked again. 

It took a short while to get a new 
team in place, This is what Vardie 
had prepared for. In September of 
1959, George L, Collier, an Elba na- 
live, took over as president and 
Theron Kimmie Dorsey took over as 
vice-president and director of sales, 
The company continued to do well 
under the new team, George L, Col- 
lier was well versed and educated in 
economics, and the world of busi- 
ness was requiring more and more of 
that, Kimmie had been with the com- 
pany so long that he knew nearly 
every phase, Henry continued in the 
Engineering Department, Kimmie 
and Betty wound up with 5 boys and 
Henry and Mary Virginia had 2 
Caugators, 

n December 5, 1970 I had 
placed flowers, that my Mother had 
prepared to take to the Till family 
plot in Magnolia Cemetery in Green- 
ville, in the car. | backed the car up 
to the back steps of our house. She 
eased down the rail and I was only 1 
step away, I reached over and 


opened the door for her to get in. As 
she turned to sit down, her hip broke 
and she fell. | immediately got a 
Straight chair and got her into it. At 
the time I didn’t know her hip was 
broken. I called the Elba Rescue 
Squad and got her to the hospital. 
We had to take her to Flowers, it 
was downtown at the time, and Dr. 
Furnie Johnston was her doctor, Af- 
ter all examinations were over, he in- 
formed me that she had a bad heart 
and the odds of her not making it 
through the operation were 60-40. I 
told him that she was 85 years old 
and knowing her, if it was just a 
10% chance she would say, “Let's 
take it. That is a chance.” I had no 
problem giving him the go ahead. 
She was in too much pain. I had 
nurses with her, but the night before 
the operation, my niece, Margaret 
Bonneau English Jones, and I made 
up our mind that she needed our sup- 
port the night before the operation so 
we stayed in the room with her all 
night and tried not to show any un- 
due concern. We were waiting for 
her when they returned her to the 
room, I was standing by her bed 
when she woke up and she looked 
up at me and with a faint smile said, 
“You didn’t think I was going to 
make it did you?!” She stayed there 
until December 23rd and they 
brought her to the Elba hospital. I 
had sitters to stay with her. The hip 
was healing nicely but her age was 
giving complications. On about Jan- 
uary 17th Auntie Dorsey called me 
and said, “Son, you and Corinne 
have to eat. I am going to pick you 
up tonight. I have arranged for the 
Country Club to have us a meal 
ready.” She drove her car and picked 
us up. We had a lovely meal and she 
drove us back. That is how thought- 
ful and caring she was. 

The last time my Mother said 
anything to me was when I went in 
and took her hand in mine. She 
opened her eyes and looked at me 
and said “My darling boy.” She had 
told me a number of times over the 
years that I had been everything and 
more than a mother could ask of a 
son. It is good not to have a guilt 
complex when a parent goes. I feel 


sorry for the many that do. Mother & 
died at about 9:00 p.m., January 20, % 


1971, 

For about 10 hours or more be- 
fore she left us, Florrie Wright and 
Josephine Carnley Kendrick insisted 
they were staying with her until the 
end. How could we live without 
friends like that.

A Salute To A Historic Black 
In The Arts...Meta Vaux 
Warrick Fuller 1877-1968 

Meta Vaux Warrick Fuller was a 
celebrated sculptress. She faced ra- 
cial discrimination and misfortune, 
but emerged triumphant and success- 
ful. She was the daughter of William 
and Emma Jones Warrick. From an 
early age, Meta showed a talent for 
the performing arts and she was sin- 
gled out for special art lessons. In 
1898 she won a prize for her metal 
workpiece, Crucifixion of Christ in 
Agony. In 1907, she was commis- 
sioned to sculpt 150 Black figures 
for the Jamestown Tercentennial Ex- 
position, marking the landing of 
English settlers at Jamestown in 
1607. 

One of her last pieces, the cruci- 
fixion, with the head of Christ 
raised, was a tribute to the four litle 
Black girls killed in 1963, during a 
church bombing in Birmingham,

PASTOR’S CORNER 


BY REV. FRANK WELLS-MINISTER 


ELBA FIRST BAPTIST CHURCH 


Dr. Roy Menninger, of the fa- 
mous family of psychiatrists, spoke 
at Enterprise State Junior College 
last week to launch a lecture serics 
in honor of the late Drs. Emmett 
Brunson and James Dubois. Our en- 
lire community is indebted to the E. 
L. Gibson Foundation for the estab- 
lishing of this series in memory of 
these two beloved physicians. 

Dr. Menninger’s presentation was 
related to violence in American and 
leatured statistics from his home 
town of Topeka, Kansas, as he docu- 
mented a rather formidable picture 
of what is taking place in our coun- 
try. During the lecture he referred to 
the popular book by his uncle, Dr. 
Carl Menninger, entitled What Ever 
Became of Sin? One of the main is- 
sues of the lecture and the book was 
a call to responsibility for our indi- 
vidual behavior. He gave the insight- 
ful comment that while one may ac- 
curatcly explain his or her behavior 
on the basis of certain sociological 
and psychological phenomena such 
as environment and heredity in one’s 
background, one cannot justify the 
behavior on that basis. In other 
words, one can explain why he or 
she abused alcohol and drugs or act- 
ed in a violent fashion because of 
certain influences upon him or her 
during strategic periods in one’s life, 
but that does not excuse the behav- 
ior. For human beings, made in the 
image of God, there is the capacity 
to make one’s own decisions, and 
one is responsible before God for the 
choices he or she makes! By defini- 
tion, the choice to do wrong is sin. 

This is an important word to use 
as individuals as we tend to blame 
others for our own self-destructive 
behavior. It is also an important 


word to us as a society when we try- 


to opt out of responsibility for deci- 
sions we make together “because 
everyone else is doing it.” Just be- 
cause other states have chosen to 
look for easy solutions for financial 
dilemmas with gambling does not 
justify the state of Alabama in mak- 
ing the same immoral choice. Just 
because other cities have believed 
the illusion that financial woes can 
be solved by the Icgalized sale of the

destructive drug alcohol, ours is not 
justified in making the same deci- 
sion!

Ostrich farming is a relatively 
new business and after three years of 
trial and error the Farris’ are in the 
breeding business. Mr. Farris sees a 
market for these birds in the very 
near future. Ostrich meat is red like 
beef and very tasty, unlike beef, it is 
low in fat and cholesterol and very 
high in protein. The hide is used for 
very durable and expensive boots 
and shoes, belts, purses and wallets 
and the feathers are used for dusters 
or costume decoration. Ostrich eggs 
are so hard that a diamond cutter is 
used by those making craft items 
from these eggs.

The Elba Tigers continued their recent good play last week against T.R 
Miller and played well enough to win, but made too many mistakes on of- 
fense and the mistakes kept the Tigers off the scoreboard in the 7-0 setback 
to one of the state's top 4A teams.

Two items to look for are the 


amount of fat and the amount of 
bone in the meat. If the cut of meat 
has a tremendously large bone, natu- 
rally that is a waste for you but you 
sull pay for the poundage that it dic- 
lates. This is the same with fat. You 
don't want to cat large chunks of fat, 
bul it still increases the weight and 
Find the trimmest cut with the 
smallest bone 

Another item is quality. Quality 
Of a cul of meat dictates more than 
any other factor how good that piece 
Of meat will be. There are six factors 
to consider when evaluating quality 
of beef and pork. One is marbling. 
This is the most important of the six. 
you want a moderate amount of tiny 
fat flecks within the center part of 
the cut. This will add tenderness, 
Juiciness, and better flavor. If it is 
completely devoid of any fat flecks, 
it will be a tougher cut. If it has an 
over abundance of fat flecks, you are 
introducing more fat into the dict 
than you really need. Somewhere in 


price 


the medium range is what you are 
really looking for. 

Texture is another area you need 
to consider, You want a firm texture, 
one that resembles velvet and not a 
bath towel looking appearance but a 
smooth, finegrained muscle appear- 
ance. 

Firmness is very important, par- 
ticularly in pork. Any tendency to- 
ward a watery appearance is very ob- 
jecuionable in selecting pork. Make 
sure you choose a firm piece of 
meat. 

Maturity is another factor to con- 
sider but one you really don’t have 
to Worry much about. The only thing 
that you might look for is a cut of 
meat that lacks the marbling it needs 
could indicate that that particular an- 
imal was younger than he needed to 
be and not quite correctly finished 
for the grocer’s shelf, 

Color of lean is another important 
factor that I would probably put sec- 
ond to marbling in evaluating the 
quality of a cut. For beef you want a 
bright cherry red color. For pork you 
want a bright grayish-pink color. 
Dark colored meat could indicate the 
age of the cut. Maybe it had warmed 
up and been refrozen and these types 
of things. 

The last thing to consider would 
be the color of the fat. Basically, you 
want a creamy white appearance to 
the fat. If it is tinged with yellow, 
this could indicate a soft, oily cut of 
meat. 

One of the first steps to insuring a 
good meal at your home is selecting 
a good cut of meat to be served, 
Take some time when you go to se- 
lect your beef, pork, chicken, or any 
other cut of meat you are about to 
buy, and you will be glad you did 
once il is served,

This hearing opened with Pap 
panastos presenting a two page list 
of twelve objections to the hearing. 
They ranged from insufficient notice 
of date, insufficient notice of specif 
ic charges, insufficieat disclosure 
and notice of procedure, violations 
of the Personnel Rules and Regu 
lations of the City of Elba and the 


Code of Alabama, failing to report 
Mularz’s removal at the next regular 
council meeting, termination fot 
supported by “cause”, several refer- 
ences to the U. S. Constitution and 
the Alabama Constitution and a 
charge that, ‘“The alleged reasons for 
Mr. Mularz’s termination are a pre- 
text for unlawfully dismissing him 
for political reasons.” j 

Responding to Stokes, the mayor 
said Mularz had received written and 
oral instructions on the conduct of 
ihe department. He was terminated 
because of conditions of the physical 
plant, bathrooms needing cleaning 
and stains on the walls, according to 
Haywood. 

The mayor produced photographs 
of grass on the infield of a ballfield, 
stains on bathroom walls, rust on the 
diving boards at the pool and pic- 
tures of some chairs he said Mularz 
was told to clean but were stored 
without cleaning. Also pictured was 
the inside of a restroom at the old 
river park showing that people were 
using the floor for a commode. 

He also cated two pool parties that 
were scheduled but no lifeguards 
were present. 

Pappanastos then began ques- 
tioning Haywood. It was again de-

The lawyer asked about the City 
of Elba Personnel Rules and Regu- 
lations a City Ordinance commonly 
referred to as “1985-1,” which is it’s 
file number and indicates it was the 
lirst ordinance adopted by the city 
in 1985, 

The mayor admitted to Pap 
panastos that there was no per 
formance evaluation on Mularz 
When asked if he had complied in 
any way with the regulations in this 
or any of the mass firings since he 
took office, Haywood said “I don’t 
know.” 

Haywood then said, “The only 
lime that litthe book (Ordinance 
1985-1) comes off the shelf is when 
someone sues the city.” The attorney 
turned that response around several 
ways but the mayor didn’t try to re- 
tract the statement. 

The absence of lifeguards for two 
pool partics was discussed and on 
one where a written report had been 
filled out and included Mularz’s re- 
marks and the mayor’s signature, the 
response was that the lifeguard 
failed to remain at the site. Haywood 
said he had overlooked that part of 
the report. 

Pappanastos also asked if under 
Mularz the Recreation Department 
hadn’t been recognized as one of the 
most efficient in the State of Al- 
abama and Haywood acknowledged 
that was true, 

Reference was then made to an 
article written in The Elba Clipper, 
where Mularz also serves as Sports 
Editor. According to the swom tes- 


timony by Haywood, he had quces- 
tioned Mularz about the article and 
had written him a letter concerning 
the matter. The letter was not intro- 
duced but statements by the attorney 
and Haywood indicated Mularz was 
“ordered” to retract the editorial, 
which was done in the next paper 

Mularz addressed the hearing. He 
said the bath houses at the river park 
had been reviewed with Operations 
Officer Henry Clark. Work orders 
had been issucd to the water de 
partment to fix water problems and 
they simply turned off all the water 
to the bath houses. He quoted Clark 
as saying ‘Those things are not 
needed anyway.” 

He noted the Johnson Grass at the 
ball park was from hauled in dint and 
was on a ficld not being used for the 
upcoming toummament. 

Mularz explained that chlorine 
causes rust, He noted the pool arca 
had been painted at the first of the 
season with a cheap paint, rather 
than an expensive sand blasting as it 
had received the previous year. He 
said they did clean the chairs, work- 
ing on them for two days. He re- 
sponded to the two pool parties and 
said the “rust” on the bathroom walls 
was actually acid from urine. He not- 
ed the pool had twice been inspected 
by the health department and re- 
ceived grades of 97 and 98. 

The Elba City Council is ex- 
pected to take up both of these ter- 
minations at the City Council meet- 
ing scheduled for Tuesday night, 
October 26th. A report of that meet- 
ing can be found elsewhere in this is- 
sue of the paper.

He did not say that he would re- 
fuse to serve, should he be elected, 
but for the sake of harmony on the 
commission, he felt that it would be 
better for someone other than him- 
self to hold the position. 

Stephens further stated that he 
hoped that in the near future, the 
county would see fit to elect a full- 
time commission chairman. This 
person would be voted on in a 
county-wide election or at-large. 

He also expressed a desire to see 
a county-wide Chamber of Com- 
merce organized to work for the bet- 
terment of all of Coffee County.

After completing a three-month 
spring internship in the U. S. Attor- 
ney's office in Grand Rapids, Michi- 
gan, August 7th was the date for Aa- 
ron Wood to leave O'Hare Airport 
and fly to Tokyo, Japan for an elev- 
en-month foreign study program at 
Waseda University, Tokyo. Aaron, a 
1991 graduate of Rantoul High 
School - Rantoul, Illinois, has been 
preparing for foreign study experi- 
ence since beginning his college ca- 
reer at Kalamazoo College - Kalam- 
azoo, Michigan, Although it is a 
competitive program, over 85% of 
Kalamazoo students study abroad for 
at least two quarters of study. Per- 
cenlage-wise, Kalamazoo College 
has the highest participation in for- 
eign study of any college in the na- 
tion. 

Aaron, a political science major, 
has been studying the Japanese lan- 
guage each year at Kalamazoo, has 
lived in Japanese House on campus, 
and did further intense language 
study at Beloit College, Wisconsin 
earlicr in the summer. In addition to 
language study, he has been in- 
volved in cultural study, preparing 
him to live the Japanese way of life 
while there, 

Mr. and Mrs. Hiroshi Suzuki of 
Funabashi-shi, a suburb of Tokyo, 
are Aaron’s host parents. Aaron took 
with him items of interest from IIli- 
nois to present his host family upon 
arriving in their home. It is tradi- 
tional to take a small gift whenever 
visiting in any Japanese home. 

His host family has hosted two 
Waseda students in the past. Mrs. 
Suzuki, in a letter written to Aaron’s 
mother, said that of the three stu- 
dents, Aaron has had the most posi- 
tive attitude concerning the use of 
Japanese, trying to use it exclusively 
in their home. She also said he 
knows very much about their coun- 
try and she is surprised that he 
would know so much, having never 
been to Japan until now. 

Because Aaron lives in Funaba- 
shi-shi, a suburb of Tokyo, he has a 
commute of about an hour to school 
each day. The first ten minutes are 
spent on bicycle, riding to the train 
stauion, where there is a bicycle gar- 
age. The trains during rush hour are 
standing-room only, but Aaron re- 
ports that the people are very orderly 
about it. 

Many foreign students do English 
tutoring to eam spending money. 
Aaron has twelve private students 
and is a substitute tutor at an English 
Conversation School near his col-
